





Nothing of importance transpired yesterday in the way of 
Pablic News, if we.except the various readiogs given to the 
reported death of Lords Lendonderry and Liverpool. The most 
aceurate edition of thesé rumours that we have been able to 
obtaic, states that theformer was commonicated at Soa by a 
French Ship that left France on the 27th of Angust; and that 
the latter was learnt from ao American at auother period of 
the voyage.

Mr, Mack’s Second Chemical Lecture, was delivered on 
Tuesday evening, the 31st ultimo, and proved, as we anticipated, 
considerably more interesting than the Grst. The learned gentle- 
man treated of the general effects of Caloric on bodies. namely, 
expansion. fluidity, vaporization, and iznition,—iestrated cach 
by appropriate and striking ex . Bxpansion in solids 
was shewn by means of a cylinder, which fitted exactly 
to aborigontal gauge, and passed throagh a role or perpendicalar 
one, in the same plate, at the common temparatere of the atmos- 
phere ; but when heated to a high degree, it could not de cither ia 
consequence of the inerease of bulk. in all its dimensions, derived 
from the Calorie,—A very ingenious instrement for measuring 
the expansion of metals was exbibited at the same time, and its 
application exemplified ia the expansive power of lead. 


Mr. Mack then observed that the expansion was employed 
as a measure of temperatere ; for that we caneot trust to our 
senses in determining the quality of heat in bodies, is obvious from 
the familiar experiment of placing hot, tepid, and cold water in 
three seperate vessels, cod immersing the band seccessively inte 
each—from the hot te the tepid a sensation of cold, and from the 
cold to the tepid that ef heat being excited ; recourse is therefore 
had to Expansion, aad hence the principle of the well-known io- 
strament the Thermometer.— Various thermometers were shewn, 
and among others that called the Register Thermometer, which 
indicates the extreme of heat and ia any given time.—- The 
Air Thermometer and Leslie's were explained, and 
Mr. M. regretted that all Caleatta Bot prodwer ome of the 
latter for the purpose of exhibiting it. Te conclusion be detail- 
ed fally the manner of thermometers fer common 
parposes. The instrament for measuring very high degrees of 
temperatore, called the . was next described, and exhi- 


bited. All bodies, Mr. M. Observed, with two remarkable excep- 
tions, acknowledge the lew of Expansion by beat.

The most interesting part of the Lectare was what related to 
the 34 effect of Caloric, or Vaporization. Mr. M. showed that 
this takes place in water at different degrees of temperature, de- 
pending on the pressere of the atmosphere—tha( at the common 
pressure the boiling point is 212°, and however great may be the 


next Evening's discourse ; togetber with what remained of Caloric 
—more particularly its commanication by the conducting power 
of bodies, and what is denominated Rediation. He entreated 
the indelgence of bis auditors for the mistake which bad oc- 
curred relative to the Evening, and stated that in fetere the 
Lecture would be delivered on Tuesday evening, and a Syiiabus 
presented at the door. 

If possible, it were desirable that Mr. Mack would lecture 
ie the Town Hall, insteed of at the Asiatic Society's Room. The 
Town Hall is by far the most centrical. One of the upper side 
rooms would suffice for the pocasion; to light which could not 
be very expensive.— India Gazette.
